16th  in  the  entbt  convention. 

Dr.  Chaffin  exftained  the  new 
church-directed  gproach  to  the 
pastor's  program  He  said  the 
new  plan  encourges  the  church 
to  assume  payniest  of  the  full 
ten  percent  of  tto  pastor’s  sal¬ 
ary  which  goes  hr  his  protec¬ 
tion  and  retirenMt.  Heretofore, 
the  church  and  jlstor  paid  five 
percent  each.  Ttt  maximum  a- 
mount  any  chunh  can  pay  is 
$400  annuall^r,  he  said. 

Paid  Out  $9  Millions 
Dr.  Chaffin  toH  the  messeng¬ 
ers,  some  of  the  smventions  are 
already  promothg  campaigns 
asking  the  churches  to  assume 
the  full  ten  penent  for  their 
pastor’s  protectica. 


He  said  this  action  takes  the 
liability  off  of  the  church  in 
case  the  pastor  dies  or  becomes 
disabled  while  acting  as  its  min¬ 
ister. 

Chaffin  said  the  Board,  in  its 
40  years  of  service  to  the  denom¬ 
ination,  has  paid  out  more  than 
$20  million  in  annuity  benefits 
and  more  than  $0  million  in  re¬ 
lief.  Payments  are  made  from 
the  $61  million  held  in  reserve 
for  more  than  24,000  partici¬ 
pants  and  about  100  boards,  ag¬ 
encies  and  institutions.

Six  Baptists  were  arrested  in 
1798  foe  refusal  to  pay  the  tax, 
and  considerable  property  was 
confiscated  from  other  Baptists 
to  pay  the  salary  of  the  minister 
of  the  established  church. 

This  action  of  the  established 
order  was  so  unjust  and  such  a 
flagrant  violation  of  the  recent¬ 
ly-adopted  First  Adroendment  to 
the  Constitution  that  the  Bap¬ 
tista  took  their  grievances  to 
court 

In  the  county  court  Baptists 
were  given  a  Judgment  in  their 
favor,  but  the  esUbiUbed 
church  appealed  the  case  to  a 
fupcrior  court.  There  the  es- 
bllahed  order  found  court  sym¬ 
pathy  in  their  favor  and  the 
decision  was  reversed. 

As  a  result  of  unfavorable 
court  action  and  the  high-hand¬ 
ed  tactics  of  the  esUblisbed 
church,  Harwich  Baptists  ^ti- 
mate  that  during  this  period 
they  lost  more  than  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  to  the  state-sup¬ 
ported  church.

He  served  for  two  years  as  as¬ 
sistant  executive  secretary  of 
Maryland  Baptists  and  for  two 
years  as  associate  executive  sec¬ 
retary  for  Mississippi  Baptists.

At  a  thatched  church  in  New 
Guinea  he  attended  a  worship 
service  of  the  natives  who  sev¬ 
enty  years  before  had  killed 
and  eaten  James  Chalmers,  the 
first  "Jesus  man"  sent  to  them. 
These  cannibals  in  70  years  had 
become  such  stalwart  Christiana 
that  they  were  called  the 
"Fuzzy  Wuzxy  Angels.”  That's 
w^at  Christ  bad  done  for  them. 

His  kind,  courteous,  friendly 
manner,  jolly  sense  of.  humor 
and  genuine  Intereat  in  people 
have  Made  Dr.  Davis  a  well- 
loved  person.  Playing  at  be¬ 
ing  a  preacher  when  he  was  a 
litUe  boy,  William  P.  Davte

The  Department  purchased 
205  Bibles  for  the  Reformatory' 
at  Uakley.  These  Bibles  were 
distributed  by  the  B  S.  U.  at 
Mississippi  College.  The  Ameri¬ 
can  Bible  Society  paid  50%  of 
the  cost  of  Bibles. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the 
department  is  to  win  the  lost  to 
Christ  and  to  help  Christians 
become  better  citizens  in  their 
enmmunitlea  and  more  efficient 
workers  In  their  churches. 

The  field  la  truly  white  unto 
harvest  Mure  than  a  million 
Negroes  stand  in  need  of  apirlL 
ual  leadership.  Thuukands  of 
them  are  lost  Hundreds  of  the 
young  people  are  turning  away 
from  their  churches  because 
only  a  small  number  of  Negro 
preachers  are  educated. 

Unless  the  Negro  minister  is 
trained  in  the  right  way  there 
will  be  a  greater  falling  away 
from  the  churches.  It  is  fright¬ 
ening  to  anticipate  the  conse¬ 
quences.  The  need  for  Negro 
mission  work  wm  never  greater 
than  today.  The  Negro  Baptist 
churches  have  a  membership  of 
almost  one-half  million. 

They  are  calling  to  Misaissippi 
Baptists  for  help.  If  we  fail  them 
in  this  hour  Ichabod  will  be

I’ve  heard  that  “the  beet  things  in  life  are  free”  and  then 
I’ve  beard  that  “we  get  only  what  we  pay  lor.”  Now  there  is 
an  element  of  truth  in  each,  is  there  not?  Each  is  actually 
only  a  half-truth  which  has  been  repeated  so 
many  times  that  many  people  take  them  to 
be  the  whole  truth.  Cons.der  the  statement, 
“The  best  things  in  life  are  free.”  Many  of 
the  blessings  of  life,  many  of  the  most  cher- 
ished  gifts  of  life  come  from  God.  We  do  not, 
cannot  earn  them.  The  ah  the  soul,  the  sun- 
shine,  the  showers, 4he  beauty  of  an  autumn 
day  are  God’s  gifts. 

But  some  of  the  finer  things  of  life  are  not 
free!

SAN  AN’TONIO,  Tex.— (BP)— 
Tfie  most-debated  question  on 
the  agenda  for  the  Baptist  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  of  Texas  here 
concerned  the  role  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Foundation,  an 
agency  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Messengers  approved  a  re¬ 
port  presented  by  the  Texas 
Baptist  Foundation,  a  state 
agency,  asking  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  “to  consid¬ 
er  dissolving"  Southern  Baptist 
Foundation  and  transferring  as¬ 
sets  to  another  agency. 

The  future  role  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Foundation  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  among  business 
matters  discussed  during  the 
1969  session  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  Louis¬ 
ville,  Ky,  in  May. 

“The  services  rendered  by  the 
Baptist  Foundation  of  Texas 
and  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Foundation  are  the  same,"  ac¬ 
cording  ta  the  statement  adop¬ 
ted.  “While  Texas  Baptists 
recognise  the  noble  character 
and  worthy  aims  of  the  secre¬ 
tary  and  directors  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Foundation,  and  the 
fact  that  through  this  Founda¬ 
tion  some  bequests  have  been 
secured  for  Southern  Baptist 
work: 

“Overtopping  Confusing" 

“Yet  it  is  the  consensus  of 
this  body  that  the  overtopping 
of  the  work  makes  it  more  con¬ 
fusing  than  constructive,  more 


divisive  thah  cohesive,” 
according  to  the  statement.
